Primrose Lodge 1.60 AES aia) 
Ever popular, dwarf; rich violet-red polyanthus type 
flowers. Crinkled, dark green, heart shaped leaves.

BERGENIA (Saxafraga Magasea) 


Cordifolia Sieberia e70 15.00 
Large, fleshy, oval to heart shaped glossy leaves 
turning reddish in winter. Nodding cymes of rosy 
purple cup shaped flowers. Desirable foliage plant. 
Crassifolia Sieberia & Mongolia 3230 
Light rose flowers partly hidden by leaves in late 
winter. Sharp toothed leaves.
